SHOE MEN GET 


GIVE THE NEGRO A CHANCE. 


There is a project on foot in Philadelphia for the establish- 


ment of a Negro institutional church, and the plans for the 
work are very elaborate. The church, if established, is to be 
located in the heart of the Negro district of the city, as is prop- 
er, and it is designed to be not only a religious center, but a 
center.of social and economic activity. 
It will include a free 


library and reading room, there will be sewing and cooking- 
classes for girls, a gymnasium for both sexes, a play room for 
children and a large hall in which prominent speakers on edu- 
cational topics will be heard from time to time. It is possible 
that a vocational training school may be one of the features 
'of this-institutional church, whose work will be the uplifting 
and development of the colored people of Philadelphia and 
fcs far beyond the bounds of that city as the influence of the 
church may extend through those who go out from 
its 


teaching and training. 
... 


'The institutional church is not new to this country, though 


there are few so elaborate as it .is proposed to make this, and, 
so far as known, none among the colored people. Whether the 
plans in this case are not too elaborate for practical working- 
may be open ot question, but there,is.no mistaking the mo- 
tives of'the pastor, Rev. Dr. S. L. Corrothers, who is said to 
be a man of exceptional ability, and-Uiose who are working 
with him. 
. 


While the work of such an institution should be of great 


value, it-is well to bear in mind one important fact, and that 
is that the colored people should be given the opportunity to 
live up to whatever development they may attain, which, re- 
gretfully be it said, is in too«many instances withheld. Of 
what.avail are training and development if those who have 
received it are to be repressed 
and discriminated 
against 


because: of their color when they offer their services in the 
fields of business and industry? Only a 
1 few years ago a large 


number of Negroes who had worked their way up to positions 
as firemen on the Georgia railroad were summarily kicked on' 
because white men wanted their jobs. 


And so while the Negroes are trying to better fit themselves 


for the work of lif and th duties of citizenship, the whites 
should resolve to give them a fair chance in the 
industrial 


world, thus throwing the responsibility for their failure 
or 


success upon their own shoulders. 


We would not wish to have Concord imitate Portsmouth
